EXPLORER HAZARD WELLS' PERIL- 


OUS SHOOT THROUGH THEM, 


TurllUnjr Adventures In the Great Alaska 


Canyon—The Hardships Attending Ex- 
plorations In the Great Northern Terri- 
tory. 


The evening of July 2 and part of the fol- 


lowing day were spent -in making an exam- 
ination of the Grand canyon, through which 
we had boen in imminent peril of making an 
unexpected and involuntary trip. We found 
it to be a crooked passage of about three- 
quarters of a mile in length, in which the 
water turns and twists between two perpen- 
dicular walls of basaltic rock forty feet high, 
confronting each other at a distance of about 
130 feet. Midway of the canyon is a gigantio 
basin, in which the stream pauses and whirls 
around as if hesitating to make the final 
plunge through the lower half of the way. 
For purposes of navigation the southern half 
of the canyon is the more dangerous, because 
near the entrance the walls rapidly approach 
each other, and the stream surges through 
the contracted channel with terrific force. 
We were glad, however, to observe that 
there were no rocks to bo encountered, and 
that the only rsal danger to the raft would 
be that of striking against the sharp angles 
of the winding walls of the canyon. From 
miners at Juneau we learned that the canyon 
can be "run," and wo made up our minda 
that we would run it 


GRAYLINGS GALORE. 


We had been told, however, that cargoes 


cuo always portaged, and that only rafts, 
without crew or cargo, are allowed to drift 
through. Even skiffs and boats are portaged 
to the smooth water below, and skids have 
been erected with a windlass for the purpose 
of raising boats from the water to the top of 
the bluff. The trail is on the right side of 
the canyon, and is well beaten by the passage 
of hundreds of miners, who have used it dur- 
ing the past ten years. - 


As the City of Paris is a stanch oud well 


built raft, which can easily be enlarged and 
strengthened, we determined to make the run 
with crew and cargo on board, instead of 
spending time and labor in making the port- 
age. 


Having come to this conclusion, we in- 


dulged in a little sport with rod and line. In 
the great whirlpool near which our raft lay 
we observed grayling leaping out of the ed- 
dies after the small brown millers with which 
the air was filled.

THE KING'S MANOR HOUSE. 


Where the United States I* Represented 


in Old York. 


One of the checkered, ivy grown bits of old 


York as it was under the Tudora and Stuarts 
is the king's manor housey which is in part 
the building whore the wealthy abbots of St 
Mary's dispensed princely hospitality. Little 
of the abbatial palace remains except the 
wide and heavy staircase. Here successive 
monarchs were received, and here Charles II 
held parliament Now, after instructive 
vicissitudes, it is a school for the blind; and, 
as such, the county memorial of the immortal 
philanthropist William Wilberforce. Sixty 
blind children here receive education and 
instruction in useful handicrafts. Quadran- 
gular of form, and of architecture in which 
the Jacobean predominates, it is warningly 
suggestive of coughs, colds and rheumatisms, 
which, strange to say, are not there in un- 
usual number. Royal and noble coats of 
arms, which task all the pedantry of heralds 
to explain, adorn the principal entrances and 
some of the rooms.

The Thursday concert of the Inmates is in 


progress as we enter. The performance of 
the blind organist and the tones of the lead- 
ing female vocalist—of 
singular purity, 


pitch, precision, anil compass—somehow or 
other sound like voices of the receding past. 
An unconscious undertone, lamenting irre- 
coverable loss and breathing unutterable 
•yearning for completeness of life, enters into 
the melody. It plaintively appeals to what 
is tenderest and most Christlike in tlje au- 
dience, and meets fullest response from the 
most highly gifted natures. 


The United States are graciously repre- 


sented here by raised and dissected maps, 
books in the Boston raised and in the New 
York point type, and writing guides, pre- 
sented by the American Printing House for 
the Blind at Louisville, Ky.; wool work 
articles and books presented by Mr. Anag- 
nos, superintendent of the Perkins Institu- 
tion and Massachusetts School for the Blind; 
and by a pathetic lace collar worked by the 
deaf, dumb and blind Laura Bridgman. All 
these lent added interest to the jubilee of the 
institution i 3 1883. 


One of the many historic rooms—now used 


as a dormitory for blind boys—that display 
the taste and magnificence of the builders 
contains a curiously grotesque Tudor fire- 
place, still intact. This was Lord Hunting- 
don's room, and "is probably the place in 
which Stafford held his court of star cham- 
ber."—Richard Wheatley in Harper's Maga- 
zine. 


Icelandic Houses. 


The Icelandic farmhouse, outside this few 


seaports, with isolated exceptions, consists of 
a series of one story structures placed longi- 
tudinally side by side,with broad intervening 
walls of sods rising up to the gables. The 
side and rear walls are composed of long 
strips of turf, from twenty inches to two feet 
in width, laid one upon the other to the height 
of perhaps six or eight feet. Stones also are 
frequently used in connection with the turf, 
and not rarely the bones of sheep. Upon 
these walls rest the rafters, and on these, io 
turn, crossboards sufficient to support strips 
of sod. The front of the house may be con- 
structed altogether of turf, or of turf and 
stones (this is rare), or of turf and boards, or 
wholly of boards. This space is pierced with 
one, two or more windows. The roof turf, of 
course, soon forms one whole, verdant or 
withered, according to the conditions of the 
atmosphere,, and very likely dotted with 
.flowers.,-. 
• 
. . . 
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- Similarly the.turZ.-walls. Aravenora?dbg; 
-perched;upon the end of the roof, and form- 
ing an animate ornamental addition thereto, 
is not an uncommon sight. The main en- 
trance is usually through a structure stand- 
ing midway in the group, often merely a 
roofed passage. Stooping down you find 
yourself in a broad unfloored space, lighted 
only, from the low entrance. You grope for- 
ward, turn to one side, and, after passing 
through an interim of darkness, a door opens 
and you enter the chief room (guest room). 
This is at tunes quite pleasantly furnished, 
though, of course, with exceeding simplicity 
and rude taste, but usually it is almost en- 
tirely bare. Its furniture consists of a nai> 
row bed occupying one corner ot the room, 
often also a case of books, a table and per- 
haps a certain number of chairs and benches, 
besides the painted wooden chests,—Scrib- 
ner's,

WHEREVER THEY GO. 


History of the feathered Colonizers— A 


Curie to Farmer* in EnnlaiHl and America. 
Their Bapld Increase In Numbers— Lam 
for Their Extermination. 


Were it not for the serious interest involved 


the recent history of the sparrow would air 
most be diverting. 
From the time, when 


Catullus lamented the-deatirof Lesbia's pet 
up to" now the common, little bird, whether 
leading a sooty existence! "on the :housetop 
lonely" .or out in the open, has inspired a cer- 
tain semi-contemptuous affection, a dimin- 
ished form of the feeling, that 'made Burns 
turn ! (he , weedereUpsyasMesandi/spare 'the 
thistle. " "ft has always been associated in the 
mind of the English and Scotch colonist with 
home.' Far away in Australia and New Zea- 
land, as welTas in America, the eziled Euro- 
pean used forty years ago to long in vain for 
the sound of its cheerful chirp and a sight of 
ite familiar feathers. Indeed, this patriotism 
went -so for that a vast amount of energy 
was expended in order to acclimatize it— the 
amateur naturalist little dreaming of the 
plague it promised to become, 
• 


. 'During the fifty years intervening between 
1831 and 1881 no. fewer than sixteen attempts 
were made in as many different places to in- 
troduce the bird to the States. Nor was sen- 
timent the only motive at work. It was vig- 
orously asserted that the sparrow was a faith- 
ful ally of the farmer and a wholesale de- 
vourer of insects. • For a length of time the 
experiment proved an utter failure; but in 
1852 the Brooklyn Institute took the matter 
up, a committee was formed and over £40 
subscribed to induce the sparrows to emi- 
grate. 


Probably encouraged by such an overflow 


of kindness, this time tfcey settled down in 
real earnest to the work of colonization. As 
soon as a few of them became accustomed to 
the climate they built nests and spread* and 
multiplied over the face of the earth until, in 
the words of a 'recent agricultural report, 
they in 1880 occupied an area of 886,000 square 
miles and- were still increasing. From Maine 
to Kansas the sparrow holds the field. It 
Butters round the home of the copper miner 
in Arizona, and it is familiar among the 
ranches of Mexico.

A New-Found Organ of Sense. 


During the last few years certain physiolo- 


gists have been working out a curious puzzle, 
and.have found that a remarkable organ— 
existing not only in man but in all mammals 
and in birds and most fishes—is the seat o: 
a special sense. This organ y a membrane of 
the head, lodged in a bony labyrinth consist- 
ing of a vestibule and three semicircular 
canals and continuous with the cavity con- 
taming the hearing apparatus. The organ 
was long supposed to play some part in the 
perception of sound, but it has now been 
demonstrated by Mach and others that its 
function is to show us both the direction ant 
the aSiount of all rotations performed by th< 
head or by head and body together.—Arkan 
saw Traveler.

We spent the anniversary of national jnds- 


jendeiioe in repairing and strengthening the 
ity of Paris, adding two heavy side logs and

inned cross beams. The hurricane deck was 
irongly braced and the mast removed; and 
hen daylight was passing into twilight, 
VTiite, who is a veteran river miner, de- 
.ared our raft to be the stoutest he had ever 
ien. 
By 0:35 a. m., July 5, the cargo -was all 
board the raft, weU secured and carefully 
wrapped in tent cloth to protect it from the 
wot to which it was soon to be exposed. The 
aft was towed several feet up the whirlpool 
asin, so as to get her near the main current; 
le lines were cast gff, we jumped aboard and 
ie descent was befnin. The bow and stern 
ars were vigorously plied as we swept into 


tumultuous waters, and with head on the 


Sty of Paris went boldly on her way, turn- 
ing the corners of the canyon with perfect 
ase and grace, and shipping hardly any 
water, so that our freight was quite unin- 
ured. Six minutes from our start we shot 
ut of the canyon without starting a log or 
ouching an obstruction. 


THE WHITE HOUSE RAPIDS. 


When a portage is made on the right of 
he Grand canyon the rafts have to be cap- 
ured at tho mouth aad reloaded for a short 
trip of only.Jwo miles to the opposite side of 
he stream, at the head of the White Horse 
•apids, where another portage is always 
made. The White Horse has an evil reputa- 
ion. It is two miles long and obstructed by 
jroken rocks, dividing the stream into nar- 
row channels, the largest of which is near 
he left bank, and is sixty feet wide. From 
;he head of the Grand canyon to the foot of 
.he White Horse is a distance of four miles, 
with a fall of thirty-two feet, most of the de- 
scent being in the White Horse. 
To run 


White Horse is seldom attempted, even with 
an empty raft, and never with a boat. Tho 
government explorer, Lieut. Schwatka, die 
indeed make the passage on a raft withoul 
cargo; but, though piloted by several stoul 
men, he did not pass unscathed. 


Three Frenchmen were less fortunate, 


Having portaged their boat around the 
Grand canyon, they failed to get across the 
stream to take the next portage on the left 
bank, and were drawn into the suction of the 
rapids, which whirled them into the torrent 
Their boat was swamped, the cargo was lost- 
and two of the three men were drowned 
The third managed to moke his way to Ju 
neau. A brief account of this tragedy -n 9 
found written on a board and posted on 
tree at the foot of the White Horse. 


Notwithstanding the bad reputation of 


these rapids we concluded, after a careful ex 
ploration, to make the run with crew and 
cargo on board our raft, so as to save the la 
bor of a portage and establish the reputation 
of the City of Paris as the stanchest raf 
afloat Our boat, however, was left behinc 
to be afterward "snubbed down" at our leis 
ure. Having EO decided, our raft was cas 
off and got into the current, and down we 
went over tho mile stretch, steadily holding 
the middle of the channel. In just eigh 
minutes from tho start we were riding safely 
in smooth water, with the White Horse 
foaming behind us. 


I confess I cannot understand why this 


place has so terrible a reputation, unless it be 
that the water is sometimes much higher 
than it is now. Perhaps the White Horse is 
not really so black as it bos been painted; bn 
be that as it may, the City of Paris is the 
first craft, so for as we know, that has ever 
made the run of the White Horse with crew 
and cargo. Next day we snubbed our boa' 
down and did not f oil to post an account o: 
our exploit for the information and envy o; 
future voyagers.

From the White Horse to Lake Labarge 


the river varies greatly in width—at some 
places being little over 800 feet and at others 
nearly a mile across.

Solid Sulphuric Acid. 


A German patent has been taken out for a 


process of transporting sulphuric acid in a 
solid state. Certain salts—such as alkalin 
sulphates—give up their water of crystalliza 
tion when heated, and take it up again when 
cool, and such a salt is mixed in an anhydrous 
condition with a calculated quantity of th 
acid. The mixture becomes granular, or maj 
be formed into cakes, and when heated th 
whole liquefies, and may be used as ordinary 
sulphuric acid, the presence of the bisulphatc 
of soda or like salt having no effect.—Ex 
change.

Although the sparrow is 
lot included in the schedule of the wild bird 
protection act, it shares indirectly in the im- 
munity provided by that measure, as coun- 
ry people who have never seen the act com- 
monly interpret "wild birds" as meaning all 
irild birds. Secondly, in the days anterior to 
he issue of gun licenses, cottagers reduced 
he number to protect their own little gar- 
lens, and there were plenty of humble sports- 
men ready, for tbe fan of the thing, to shoot 
ihern for the farmer. Bwides, sparrow shoot- 
ng from traps was the ordinary rural sport 
of holidays. Then, again, facilities for their 
weeding are enlarged by the gradual depopu- 
ation of the remote districts. 


It is not in the fields alone, however, that 


;he sparrows are mischievous. The gardener 
ms even more reason than the farmer to de- 
sire, if not their extermination, at all events 
a diminution of their number. During early 
spring they seem to have a special liking for 
;he tender young vegetables, and pull them

;hrough the mold—peas, lettuces, cabbage 
plants-and beets being especial favorites.

Nor is that 
all.While the examination was going on, 
America was suffering,from a number of 
baleful insect pests, with none of which did 
the sparrow seem to have interfered—no elm 
leaf beetle, no bagworm, no hissoch moth had 
formed part of their food. The cose against 
the sparrow in, America seems to be, there- 
fore, that it exacts a maximum of wages for 
A minimum of useful work. Not only so, but 
it attacks the nests of the swallow, and is 
blamed for the diminution of this beautiful 
»nd unquestionably insectivorous bird, in the 
United States—London Graphic.

National Bank yesterday afternoon at 1

be constitution and by-laws and provided 
r i Board of Directors in place of the ex- 
o^iive committee, consisting of fiftymem- 
ers, who were selected by the President 
pon the suggestion 
and advice o£ the ex- 


ontive committee.

A Lund Clearing Machine. 


A Santa Eosa inventor has devised a 


machine for clearing land that is attracting 
attention. 
Concerning a recent trial on 


Guy Grosses' place, in Bincon valley, the 
Democrat says: 


With us use slumps and trees which it 


would take an experienced and stalwart 
wood chopper a half a day to remove from 
the soil, are dragged out by the roots, 
scarcely the smallest fibrous vestige being 
lelt in the ground, in two aud three min- 
utes and apparently without the expeodi- 
tore of great force. Tha ease with which 
these stubborn impediments to iigricnltnrnl 
development are removed is dns to the con- 
struction ol the machine, which is in the 
form of a capstan. Around the drum of the 
oapsttvn a hoavy cable winds, the other end 
being attached by means of a heavy chum 
to the stump or tree. This cable is 160 
fei-t in lergih, and, by mo>im of a patent 
block, any part of it can be bitched to the 
trep. Ths nhaft which turns the drum is 
filteenffetin 
length and is drawn with 


ease by one horse. 
Dividing the length of 


the shaft by half the diamtter of the drum, 
five inohe-t, it gives the multiplying power 
of the machine as thirty-six. By the means 
of another block, the power of the machine 
is increased to seventy-two times that of 
the horse that turns the shaft.

chine works on n hillside as well as on 
level grouv.d, and two aore.s may be cleared 
without chancing its petition.
